* ANTLDUMPING LEGISLATION. 


. : _. London, March’31. 

The terms have heen published of resolutions which it is pro- 
posed to submit to the Committee of Ways and Means to give effect 
to the Government's promise of legislation jo. safeguard British in- 
dustries from foreign competition. The resolutions, which, if passed, 
will be ‘given effect to in this, year’s. Finance Act, provide an Ad 
Valorem duty of 33.1/8 per cent, for five years on certain commodi- 
ties regardlesa of the country from whence they are imported, in- 
cluding chemical. and scientific glassware, magnetos and tungsten 
products. These come mostly from Germany and are already subject 
to a fifty per cent, tax under the Reparations Act. The resolutions 
will also provide for an additional customs duty of 23.1|3 per cent, in 
order to check dumping and protect British manufacturers against 
competition of foreign goods which, owing to the depreciation of 
currencies, can be sold in Britain at prices: below those at which 
they can profitably be manufactured in England. 


THE COAL TROUBLE. 


: : . London, March 31, 
Despite the definite nature of the miners’ leaders’ announcement, 
it is still difficult to believe that there will be a general response to 
the order to cease work. While the discipline of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion is little short of ‘perfect, the miners doubtlessly realise the 
inopportuneness of a struggle in the present conditions, which for the 
past few months have led to the shelving of the programmes oi a 
number of Trades Unions. Moreover, in several districts the men are 
stil considering their employers’ direct offers. The men suffer a 
ferther disadvantage from the fact that their Federation is unable 
to advance a real alternative policy to the Government or the owners. 
as a basis of settlement. Based on the present output, the proposed 
reductions vary from seven shillings daily in the case of South Wales 
to two shillings at Cannock Chase, whilst the men in Leicestershire 
remain unaffected. The suggestion for the withdrawal of the pump- 
men is obviously designed to force a speedy conclusion of the struggle 
in view of the unions’ shortage of funds, but the effects are likely 
to be disastrous and guicidal-to the miners. It is recalled that several 
mines flooded during the strike in Yorkshire in 1919 were never 
reopened.

SCRAMBLE FOR OIL. 


New York, March 31. 

According to the Philadelpkia Ledger:the last British note as 
regards the Mesopotamia mandate points out that concessions to 
exploit oil fields at Mosul and Baghdad were granted before the war 
to the Turks. Simultaneously a similar concession was granted to 
the Standard Oil Company to exploit oil fields in Palestine. Con- 
sequently these oil fields are outside the League's control. Britain 
ennounces that if Americans care to search for oil at Basra she does 
not object. The newspaper adds that the American Government shows 
no sign of concurrence with this contention. On the contrary the 


State Department is preparing to vigorously contest it. , 


GRECO-TURKISH WAR. 


: Constantinople, March 31. 

A telegram announces that the Greeks have captured. Eskishehr 
although it is not yet known whether a further advance is contemplat- 
ed. The allied military experts opine that the Turks could not prevent 
the Greeks reaching Angora in ten days, Nationalist cammuniques 
do not conceal the true situation, nevertheless they urge the population 
to remain calm: and confident contending that the Turkish retreat is 
a strategic necessity. They foreshadow a stand when the numerical 
superiority of the Greeks has been reduced owing to the necessity of 
garrisoning the occupied territory.

KOWLOON’S PROGRESS.

PURIFYING PARIS. . 


4,000 Undesirables Removed 
Every Month. 


The Paris police recently made 
a full-dress parade in the Temple 
quarter of the city. All roads 
leading from the Temple Square 
were c.osed by agents, and a 
thorough examination of over 
1,900 people was made. 

Ninety arrests were effected, 
and another hundred, chiefly of 
foreigners, were made in the 
Montmartre and other districts. 

These raids are part of a cam- 
paign of the authorities for the 
purification of Paris. The clean- 
ing-up process has been going on 
for some weeks at the: rate of 
more than 150 arrests per day. 

Of those arrested, an average 
of 50 per day“have been proceed- 
ed against on various counts. 

A large proportion of those 
arrested are foreigners, often 
without visible means of support, 
and if their papers are not strictly 
in order are politely escorted to 
the frontier. The net result isthe 
disappearance of about 1,000 un- 
desirables per month from ‘the 
se : :

JAPAN'S NEW DIET. 


Particulars of the Projected 
- Structure. 

The final details of the plans for 
the proposod new Japanese Diet 
building have been completed, and 
the Home Department has issued 
photographs of the model for tho 
structure. - The plans adopted are 


| those solected after a competitive | 


submission from 220 architects, 
from among the submitted designs 
four being chosen, With tho 
necessary modifications, the final 
plans have now been definitely 
docided upon, : 

The structure will cover an area 
of 3,746 tsubo (7,492 square yards) 
and will be placed within grounda 
of an area of 38,340 square yards. 
The building will be of reinforced 
concrete, three stories, with 
basement. It will have a front 
width of 678 fect and a depth in 
the wings of 368 feet. In all, 
there will be 361 rooms, great 
and small, with a gallery in both 
House of Representatives and 
House of Peers, with accommoda- 
-| tions for 8 thousand spectators. 

The new home for the Diet, 
which will not be completed 
before the next seven years, will 
be one of the. most beautiful 
structures of the Capital,

A Great Race. 


The report to hand of the 
*Varsity Boat Race, which 
Cambridge won after ‘being 
behind nearly all the way, 
suggests that the finish must 
have been the most exciting since 
the sensational raco in which 
Harcourt Gold-stroked the Dark 
Blues to victory in the last few 
yards when the result had seemed 
to be settled in favour of their 
rivals. On the crows starting 
their Thames training Cambridge 
showed marked superiority, but 
the sight from the Isis came 
along with such strides that the 
experts . predicted “a thrilling 
contest." The forecast was 
strikingly realised. In another 
respect the experts’ prescience 
was somewhat at fault. They 
declared that the great asset on 
the part of Oxford was staying- 
power, ‘which is apparently just 
what Cambridge won on. 
good style attributed to the 
victors no doubt contributed, by 
enabling than to conserve their 
powers, Without getting close to 
record,1 the time—19 m, 44 sec.— 
was distinctly good, being appre- 
ciab'y superior to average time. 
Cambridge have now won on 32 
occasions, which leaves them atill 
seven behind their opponents, but 
they are catching up. Their 
present win completes the “hat 
trick,” which, however, was in- 
terrupted by the war, there being 
no race after 1914 until last year.

Should the time ball be out of 
order the a ove routine will be 
carried out with the flag “Z”, on 
the storm signal mast. 

Time signals are also given at 
night by means of three white 
lamps tnounted vertically on the 
Observatory wireless mast. From 
8h. 56m. 0s. to 9h. Om. Os. p.m. 
the lamps: are extinguished 
momentarily at the even seconde, 
except ‘at the 2nd, 28th, 50th, 
52nd, and 54th of each minute.
